We
gee no reason why the Government counld
better afford, on removing ils place of resi-
dence, to remove the buildings in which it
had resided, than why an individual resident
of the East migrating to the West should do
the same thing. DBut, in deference to the
movers of this matter in Congress last winter,
who seemed .to contemplate n physieal re-
mbval of the Crovernment edifices thamselves,
e have cotertained thelr view i'lilln!l_,
tennble with the other.

The general public can arvive at no conclu-
sion l'etdi\r to the questions of engineering
and finance v dved in the removal of ‘Hl"
seat of government from the data h retofore
gathered.
